Oats occupied 9,220,000 acres, and 
yielded 348,188,000 bushels of the value 
of $126,812,000, barley 1,404,000 acres 
yielded 40,641,000 bushels of the vaio 
-of $23,004,000 and flax 1,132,090 acres, 
yielded 12,921,000 bushels of the valne 
of $19,467,000. The combined areca 
under rye, peas, buckwheat, mixed 
grains and flax was 2,481,009 acrvs, 
the yield 44,986,000. bushels and the 
value $41,560,000. Hoed and cultivat- 
ed crops, comprising beans, cor. for 
husking, potatoes, turnips and other 
roots except sugar beets occupled 1,- 
063,000 acres, and yielded 170,884,000 
bushels of the value of $73,290,000, 
Sugar beets in Ontario and Alberta 
had an acreage of 20,878 and a yield 
of 177,000 tons of the value of $1,165,- 
000. Fodder crops including fodder 
corn, hay, clover and alfalfa show an 
acreage of 8,290,000, a production of 
15,499,000 tons and a value of $161,- 
314,000. ‘Alfalfa, a record of which 
was taken for the first time, shows 
an area of 101,781 acres with a yield 
of 227,900 tons. This valuable fodder 
crop is being principally grown in Ont- 
ario, Quebec and Alberta, the average 
yield per acre for the whole of Can- 
ada being 2 1-4 tons. 

For the year 1911 the areas from 
which the yields are calculated were 
those of the recent census and the re- 
sulting data are not therefore strictly 
comparable with the estimates of the 
three previous years which were based 
upon the reports of correspondents. It 
may be mentioned that the area and 
production of wheat in 1911 exceeded 
by over 1,000,000 acres and 65,862,000 
bushels the estimates of 1910. A 
more satisfactory criterion of the dif- 
ference between the two seasons of 
1911 and 1910 is afforded by the av- 
erage rates of yield per acre which for 
fall wheat was 22.19 bushels in 1911 
against 25.49 in 1910, spring wheat 20.- 
63 against 15.53, oats 37.76 against 
32.79, barley 28.94 against 24.62 and 
flax 11,41 against 7.97. 

In the three Northwest Provinces 
of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alber- 
ta the wheat production was 194,083,- 
000 bushels compared with 128,891,000 
bushels the estimate of 1910, of oats 
212,819,000 compared with 126,753,000 
and of barley 24,043,000 compared with 
21,377,000. The wheat production of 
1911 in Manitoba was 60,275,000 bush- 
els from 2,890,060 acres, in Saskatche- 
wan 97,665,000 bushels from 4,705,000

Mines is much higher than in any 


other civilized country. In 1902, the 


year of the Fernie disaster, the death 
rate’ per 100 men employed (above 
‘and below ground) reached.the maxi- 
mum rate of 13.25. The average rate 
for the ten years Un 1910, how- 
ever, was 4.79. The United States 
comes next with an average rate for 
the same period of 3.43. Perhaps the 
worst aspect of the situation is the 
fact that the death rate from coal 
mine accidents has been stcadily on 
the increase in Canada for a number 


of years. The minimum rate of 1.93 
was reached in 1897: In 1909 the rate 
was 4.21. During the same time there 


has been a steady decrease in all the 
leading Wuropean countries. 

That the danger inherent in coal 
mining can be largely eliminated is 
show by the low constant death rates 
in Belgium and Great Britain. Coal 
mine “explosions are much more fre- 
quent in Canada and the United Stat- 
es than any of the Buropean countries. 
In 1850 the fatality rate in the Bel- 
gian coal mines was as high as the 
present Canadian death rate, while 
at the present time it averages the 
lowest in the world. The decline in 
the death rate was due to the com- 
bined efforts of the mine owners, the 
workmen and the Administration of 
Mines: ta the diffusion of technical 
and professional knowledge and to the 
administrative organization for the 
scientific study of accidents. 

Although the-death rate in meiallt- 
ferous mines in Canada is lower than 
in the coal mines, it is much higher 
than in any of the European count-ics 
The death rate in Canada for the p:r- 
fod 1900-1909 was 3.82,

I personally know level-headed, ra- 
tional residents who, fascinated by 
the Sphinx, can stand and look at it 
for an hour on end. but who would go 
{in mortal terror of their lives if they 
were in its presence to let fall any 
personal remark about its ugliness or 
dilapidated condition.

debt must impose considerable strain, 
it would certainly not be surprising 
ff sales were made of some of this 
hoarded gold, if only with the object 
of facilitating the prompt payment of 
the coupons on the foreign debt, a mat- 
ter concerning which the Chinese Gov- 
ernment us “ulways” with 
scrupulous care. ‘ 

At present the only amount defin- 
ftely known to have left China in the 


alive as ever. Incidents like the one 
above serve to keep it well alive.

THE GREAT MOGULS

Picturesque Rulers to Whose Power 
George V. Has Succeeded 

The Coronation of George V. at Del- 
hi, the city of, the Great Moguls, made 
him heir and successor to their Im- 
perial power, says the English 
Queen, The history of these his pre- 
decessors is one of strange contrasts. 

First of the Great Moguls was Ta- 
merlane, the mighty conqueror, a type 
of overweening arrogance, unrestrain- 
ed by any fear of God or man. In 
Marlowe's drama he kills his son Ca- 
lyphas, for skulking from the battle, 
and with insensate fury urges on the 
captive kings who draw his chariot. 
The sombre story is only relieved by 
the tenderness of the fierce warrior 
for his wife Zenocrate, and his bitter 
grief when she is lost to him by death. 
‘ In wild exultation at the Conquest 
of Western Asia, towards the end cf 
the 14th century, Tamerlane descend. 
ed with his victorious hord2s on the 
plains of northern India. In feeble 
helplessness Mahmud sat still in his 
palace trusting vainly to the old pro- 
verb:—“It is a far ery to Delhi.” 

Amid scenes of indescribable horror 
the city was taken, but Tamerlane 
came as destroyer, not as founder. He 
returned to Samarkand to die, leaving 
the Empire of the Moguls in India to 
be established one hundred years lat- 
er by Babar, his great descendant. 

Babar the Adventurer was the most 
fascinating of his race. Poet, philos- 
opher, artist and musician, he was 
skilled in the ‘ore of nature and in 
the knowledge of men, Withal he 
set himself to become a strong mili- 
tary leader ani chose Tamerlane as 
hi- evamtle, It was in the Puniab 
that he met the Rajah Sanga, “the old 
Lion of the Rajputs, minus an-eye and 
an arm and lame of one leg,” and won: 
that great victory of India over Hin- 
dooism by which was achieved the 
great Empire of the Great Moguls in 
India. 

His ambition accomplished Babar | 
lived for three years at ‘the palace of | 
Agra, ruling his newly acquired coun- 
try with justice and severity. No ro- 
mance threw its glamor over Barbar’s 
union with his wife. All his affec- 
tion was lavished on his three daugh- 
ters, Rose-face, Rose-blush and Rose- 
body, and on his son Humayon, for 
whom he is said to have.given his 
life. As the young man lay sick at 
Agra, the leeches declared that he’ 
eould only he saved by the mercy_of 
God and at.the cost of some supreme 
sacrifice. Whereupon the father ex- 
claimed:— ~ 

“I can give my life! It is the dear- 
est thing on earth to my son.” 

Standing by the bed he said eurn- 
estly, “On me be thy gufferings.” 

His desire was granted. his son re- 
covered. but Barbar died and was bur- 
ied in the pleasant gardens of Kabul.

WONDERS OF THE DEAD SEA 


Motor Boat Exploration by Member 
of American Colony in Jerusalem 


An interesting trip around the Dead 
Sea was made in a motor boat by 
Jacob E. Spafford, a member of the 
American colony in Jerusalem. 

In circumnavigating the lake four 
or five very fertile plains or ghors 
were met with. **These*plains,” writ- 
es Mr. Spafford, “naturally bring to 
mind the connection of the Dead Sea 


‘| with Sodom and Gomorrah, the ‘cities 


of the plain,’ that were ovorthrown,. 
They have been variously placed on 
every side of the Sea. 

“These plains and the small oasis 
at Engedi are the only points where 
life of any kind and water are to be 
found, *“Engedi, our - first stopping 
place, is the only spot on the West 
side where fresh water is to be had. 
This evidently was a litle paradise in 
the time of Solomon, and is frequently 
mentioned in the Old Testament. 

“The cliffs on the west side of the 
sea which form an almost unbroken 
wall, excepting for the rugged torrent 
beds, and which vary from 300 to 
1,900 feet in height, are all of lime. 
stong, whereas on the east side of the 
lake the formation is entirely sand- 
stone of exauisite hues. The abun- 
| dance of water on this side as compar- 


ed with the other is very striking, too. 

“About ten miles from Engendi lies 
the peerless natural fortress of Ma- 
{sada (Sebbeh), first fortified by the 
Maccabees, then used as a place of 
| refuge by Herod. At the foot of the 
tableland can be seen the Roman wall 
of circumvallation and the two Ro- 
man camps on either side of the small 
; ravine, 

“The fortress. which is 1,700 feet 
above the sea, has steep sides at an 
angle of about 75 degrees and cannot 
be approached, except from a. connect- 
ing neck called the Serpentine. A 
more inhospitable place or one more 
jisadvantageous to beseigers could not 
be imagined. 

‘Bight miles away is Jebel Usdum, 
a mountain of rock salt rising to a 
hetght of 600 -feet.In_ this mountain 
is a large cave which was explored to 
the extent of about 200 yards, at which 
point a tapering cylindrical shaft of 
about 20 feet in diameter was discov- 
ered, piercing the solid rock salt 80 
feet high, as though through polished 
marble, evidently effects of the rain. 

“Great snow white stalactites hung 
from the ceiling. The approach to 
this mountain presents most fantas- 
tie appearances of walls, buttresses, 
parapets, projecting towers, etc, caus: 
ed by the stratification and lay of the 
salt boulders. 

“A jittle south of Masada lies tne 
rich Ghor-el-Mizra. Here and clise- 
where abound the apple of Sodom de- 
seritead by Josephus.”

Some more remarkable “recoveries”

of Oporto, the other near Aveiro in 
Portugal. 

These ‘‘recoveries” in Portugal are 
becoming so considerable that it may 
soon be possible to track out a regular 
line of migration along the coast and 
across Spain, parts of which perhaps 
are the best bird paradise in the 
world. Quite a number of English or- 
nithologists are now engaged in study- 
ing these birds and investigating mi- 
gration.

NEW HOTEL LAW IN FRANCE 


At Least 80 Per Cent. of the Staff 
Must be French 

Hotelkeepers in France are some- 
what perturbed by.the proposed law 
for the employment of at least 80 per 
cent. of Frenchmen on their staffs. 
Such a law would not affect some of 
the resorts where the visitors, as well 
as the servants, are nearly all French; 
but in the Riviera towns and in almost 
every place where English-speaking 
visitors are numerous the French em- 
ploye has a comparatively smal! share 
in hotel work. 

From the manager downward the 
staff often consists of an entirely for- 
eign element, largely German - and 
Swiss; and unless Frenchmen become 
better linguists, says the Queen, and 
in other ways render themselves cap- 
able-of looking after a big cosmopoli- 
tan clientele, the staffs are likely to 
remain much iff their present propor- 
tion. 

It is only a few years since the 
weekly “day off” was given on the 
game day of the week to all employ- 
ees; but after the difficulties and im- 
possibilities of the situation were 
clearly shown to the authorities a 
change vas made_in the interpreta- 
tion of the law. Impossibilities will 
also be shown as regards the national 
law affecting hotel employees, as the 
proportion of 80 per cent. of French 
servants cannot be found for the huge 
hostelries where a trade knowledge 
of several languages is essential. 

A similar law concerning doctors 
practicing in French resorts has been 
in force for some years. Though it 
does not actually forbid foreign doc- 
tors, they must have spent some years 
in passing through the French cur- 
riculum before they are allowed to 
have patients of their own, nationally 
even, though they have the diploma of 
their own country.

A machine that measures the wear 
caused by traffic upon the public 
highways is among the scientifi@in- 
struments on show at the exhibition 
of the Physical Socigty, of London, at 
the Imperial College of Science, 
South Kens'ngton, In speaking aout 
this machine, an official of the Road 
Board referred to the wear on the 
various main roads of London.
